Air Force may end 
mandatory unit PT

RAMSTEIN AIR BASE, 
Germany — Even as the Air 
Force prepares to toughen 
physical fitness standards for 
airmen, it’s proposing to do 
away with mandatory physi- 
cal training. 

That means commanders no 
longer would have to provide 
airmen at least 270 minutes 
per week to exercise during 
duty hours. But airmen would 
still have to be prepared to 
pass more stringent PT tests 
twice a year. 

If approved, the Air Force 
would be the first of the mili- 
tary services to eliminate 
mandatory PT. 


An internal audit last year 
found the Air Force’s fitness 
program did not promote 
year-round fitness. 

Thirty-five percent of 
airmen tested at 13 bases 
worldwide gained weight and 
recorded significant increases 
in abdominal circumference 
measurements within 60 days 
of taking their PT test, audi- 
tors reported. 

To combat those problems, 
the new standards would in- 
clude twice yearly — instead 
of annual — testing, a revised 
point system, fewer chances to 
fail before being discharged, 
and assessments conducted by 
civilian health experts, rather 
than fellow airmen.

Party's over: Afghan 
bases may cut perks

KANDAHAR AIR FIELD, Afghanistan — Turn 
out the lights, the party’s over. 

Karaoke, salsa and hip-hop gatherings and a 
few other popular programs have been shut down 
at Kandahar, and it could happen at other instal- 
lations in Afghanistan as commanders carry out 
a directive by Gen. Stanley McChrystal to focus 
more on the mission. 

Resources devoted to amusing troops on the 
larger bases would be better used supporting war- 
riors on the more remote, bare-bones bases, offi- 
cials say. 

McChrystal asked units last month to assess 
every nonmission-related base program as part of 
an overall look at the military’s presence and strat- 
egy in the country, Col. Wayne Shanks, Internation- 
al Security Assistance Force public affairs officer, 
said Tuesday. 

The goal is to “eliminate inefficiencies” in the 
command so troops “can focus more on our mis- 
sion,” Shanks said.

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Obama seeks Afghan province review 


Effectiveness of local governments may help determine troop levels

WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama has asked senior 
officials for a province-by-prov- 
ince analysis of Afghanistan to 
determine which regions are 
being managed effectively by 
local leaders and which require 
international help, information 
his advisers say will guide his 
decision on how many additional 
U.S. troops to send to the war. 

Obama made the request in a 
meeting Monday with Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden and the small 
group of senior advisers helping 
him decide whether to expand 
the war. The detail Obama is now 
seeking also reflects the admin- 
istration’s turn toward Afghani- 
stan’s provincial governors, tribal 
leaders and local militias as po- 
tentially more effective partners 
in the war effort than a histori- 
cally weak central government 
that is confronting questions of 
legitimacy after the flawed re- 
cent presidential election. 

“Thisis obviously acomplicated 
security environment in Afghani- 
stan, and the president wants the 
clearest possible understanding 
of what the challenges are to our 
forces and what is required to 
meet that challenge,” said a se- 
nior administration official who 
has participated in the Afghani- 
stan policy review and requested 
anonymity to discuss it. “Any suc- 
cessful and sustainable strategy 
must clearly align the resources 
we provide with the goals we are 
trying to achieve.” 

As U.S. forces in Afghanistan 
endure the deadliest month of the 
eight-year-old conflict, Obama is 
weighing a request by Gen. Stan- 
ley McChrystal, the top U.S. and 
NATO commander in Afghani- 
stan, for a quick jump in addi- 
tional forces to blunt the Taliban’s 
momentum against concerns 
that too many new troops could 
help the insurgency’s recruiting 
efforts. 

Administration officials say 
that Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert Gates and national security 


adviser James Jones support 
Obama’s request for a more de- 
tailed status report on each prov- 
ince that could identify potential 
U.S. allies among Afghanistan’s 
local leaders. 

Gates and Jones have pushed 
McChrystal to justify as specifi- 
cally as possible his request for 
44,000 additional troops, the fig- 
ure now at the center of White 
House deliberations. 

“There are a lot of questions 
about why McChrystal has iden- 
tified the areas that he has iden- 
tified as needing more forces,” 
said a senior military official 
familiar with the review, who 
requested anonymity. “Some 
see it as an attempt by the White 
House to do due diligence on the 
commander’s troop request. A 
less charitable view is that it is a 
5,000-mile screwdriver tinkering 
from Washington.” 

The weekslong White House 
review has been shaped by a cen- 
tral tension between the broad 
counterinsurgency strategy en- 
dorsed by the military and a 
narrower counterterrorism cam- 
paign against al-Qaida that some 
senior administration officials 
favor. 

Even after weeks of review, ad- 
ministration officials say a range 
of options is still under consider- 
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ation, including whether addition- 
al U.S. forces could be deployed 
in phases. Although Obama had 
been expected to announce his 
decision before leaving Nov. 11 on 
a 10-day trip to Asia, administra- 
tion officials say he may wait to 
do so until he returns. 

“T think it’s important to hear 
and to get this right,’ White 
House Press Secretary Robert 
Gibbs told reporters Wednesday. 

In reviewing McChrystal’s 
bracing assessment of the war, 
Obama and his senior advisers 
have concluded that the Taliban 
cannot be eliminated as a military 
and political force, regardless of 
how many additional troops are 
deployed. 

The acknowledgment is behind 
Obama’s request for an analy- 
sis of which of Afghanistan’s 
34 provinces can be left to local 
leaders, perhaps including ele- 
ments of the Taliban unaligned 
with al-Qaida. Administration 
officials have said that under any 
strategy, the Taliban would not 
be allowed to threaten the Kabul 
government or provide sanctuary 
for al-Qaida, whose leaders oper- 
ate largely from the tribal areas 
across the border in Pakistan. 

“How much of the country can 
we just leave to be run by the

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locals?” said one U.S. official in- 
volved in Afghan policy, who dis- 
cussed the White House request 
on the condition of anonymity. 

“How do you separate those 
who have taken up arms because 
they oppose the presence of for- 
eligners in their area, because 
they’re getting paid to fight us 
because we’re there, from those 
who want to restore a Taliban 
government? How many of the 
people who we’re fighting actu- 
ally share al-Qaida’s ideology?” 

Obama’s interest in provincial 
allies also reflects the adminis- 
tration’s growing disenchantment 
with President Hamid Karzai and 
his inability to extend his govern- 
ment’s authority beyond Kabul 
during his nearly eight years in 
office. Provincial governments 
and tribal structures have long 
exerted more power than the cen- 
tral government, viewed by many 
Afghans as remote, corrupt and 
ineffective. Another U.S. official 
involved in Afghan policy said 
that “most of Afghanistan that’s 
stable is under local control.” 

“The question is: Can you get 
benign local control in more 
places?” the official said. “And 
will that be easier to achieve, and 
more effective, than trying to es- 
tablish more central government 
control?”

‘A sobering reminder’ 





President makes midnight trip to Dover base 
as remains from Afghanistan return to U.S.

DOVER AIR FORCE BASE, 
Del. — Standing in the pre-dawn 
darkness, President Barack 
Obama saw the real cost of the 
war in Afghanistan: The Ameri- 
cans who return in flag-covered 
cases while much of the nation 
sleeps in peace. 

In a surprise midnight dash to 
this Delaware base, where U.S. 
forces killed overseas come home, 
Obama honored the return of 18 
fallen Americans Thursday. All 
were killed in Afghanistan this 
week, a brutal stretch that turned 
October into the most deadly 
month for U.S. troops since the 
war began. 

“It was a sobering reminder 
of the extraordinary sacrifices 
that our young men and women 
in uniform are engaging in every 
single day, not only our troops but 
their families as well,’ Obama 
said later Thursday, hours after 
his return to the White House. 
“The burden that both our troops 
and their families bear in any 
wartime situation is going to bear 
on how I see these conflicts, and 
it is something that I think about 
each and every day.” 

The dramatic image of a presi- 
dent on the tarmac was a portrait 
not witnessed in years. Former 
President George W. Bush said 
the appropriate way to show his 
respect for war’s cost was to meet 
with grieving military families 
in private, as he often did, but he 
never went to Dover to meet re- 
mains coming off the cargo plane. 
Obama did so knowing he may 
soon send more troops to war. 


For all the talk of his potential 
troop increase Obama got a grim 
reminder of the number that 
counts: one. 

His name was Dale R. Griffin, 
an Army sergeant from Terre 
Haute, Ind. He was the last fallen 
soldier to come before Obama. 
And his remains were the only 
ones of the 18 to be honored in full 
view of the media. An 18-year ban 
on such coverage, dating to the 
1991 Gulf War and strengthened 
by Bush, was relaxed this year 
under Obama’s watch, allowing 
families to decide whether cam- 
eras can document the return. 
Nearly two-thirds have said yes. 

The president led a team of of- 
ficials onto the gray C-17 cargo 
plane carrying Griffin, and then 
back off, where they stood for sev- 
eral minutes in a line of honor. 

It was not quite 4 a.m. The sky 
was black and a yellowish light 
came from poles flanking the 
flight. The only sounds were a 
whirring power unit on the plane 
and the clicking of cameras. A 
blue vehicle carrying members 
of Griffin’s family pulled up. 

The president then saluted as 
six soldiers in camouflage and 
black berets carried Griffin’s re- 
mains down the ramp and into a 
waiting white van. 

Obama immediately sat down 
privately with all the family mem- 
bers in a base chapel. 

The solemn process of trans- 
ferring remains of 15 soldiers and 
three Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration agents unfolded in four 
separate movements. Obama took 
part in all of them. A chaplain of- 
fered prayers for the fallen, the 
crews that brought them home, 


the families who lost a loved one, 
and a nation embroiled in war. 

The military calls the process 
a dignified transfer, not a cer- 
emony, because there is nothing 
to celebrate. The cases are not 
labeled coffins, although they are 
enveloped in flags. 

By 4:45 a.m., the president 
touched back down on the South 
Lawn. He walked inside, alone. 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said Thursday that 
Obama remained quiet on the 
flight back, thanking his team for 
making the trip possible but say- 
ing little else. 

“T don’t think you can go out 
there and not understand what 
you are seeing,” said Gibbs, one 
of the few aides who accompanied 
Obama for the trip. “It’s hard not 
to be overwhelmed.” 

A president of two inherited 
wars, Obama is winding down 
U.S. involvement in Iraq, but the 
troubled conflict in Afghanistan 
is only widening. It has become 
the dominant foreign policy chal- 
lenge of his early presidency. 

The president chose to go to 
Dover now given the enormous 
blow to U.S. forces just this week, 
in a month where at least 55 U.S. 
troops have been killed. 

On Monday, a U.S. military he- 
licopter crashed returning from 
the scene of a firefight with sus- 
pected Taliban drug traffickers 
in western Afghanistan, killing 
10 Americans including three 
DEA agents. On Tuesday, eight 
soldiers were killed when their 
personnel vehicles were struck by 
roadside bombs in Afghanistan’s 
Kandahar province. It was those 
18 dead that Obama saw home.

Brig. Gen. Dan Schultz, com- 
mander of the 143rd Expedition- 
ary Sustainment Command and 
the senior officer for the U.S. gar- 
rison on Kandahar, said the final 
decision on what will be closed 
will be made by the ISAF head- 
quarters later this year. 

But he’s already killed a few 


programs — including karaoke 
night, which attracted up to 250 
people — because he doesn’t 


think they will be approved. 

Schultz said McChrystal’s “tar- 
get is really things that are dis- 
tracters to the mission.” 

The troops living in austere 
conditions at forward operat- 
ing bases focus entirely on the 
mission, he said, and there’s a 
perception that troops on rear- 
area bases like Kandahar “aren’t 
doing anything.” 

“We need to kill that percep- 
tion,” he said. 

Some say too many resources 
are being used on things unre- 
lated to combat. 

“Instead of flying bullets and 
food rations to troops at austere 
combat outposts, some planes 
and helicopters are instead being 
used to ferry ice cream and fried 
chicken to troops far from the 
front,” according to an article 
posted on ISAF’s Facebook site. 

“Troops who should be on pa- 
trol to help protect Afghan civil- 
ians from insurgents instead get 
stuck pulling guard duty while 
their comrades whoop it up at hip- 
hop night,” the article continues. 

At Kandahar Air Field, word 
has spread quickly throughout 
the coalition ranks that the Burg- 
er King, Subway, Tim Horton’s 
coffee shop and other vendors 
could be closing on “the board- 
walk,” a large, covered walkway 
surrounding a dusty sporting 
field. 

The British, who have com- 
mand in the south and run the 
garrison at Kandahar, say they 
don’t intend to end any of their 
recreation programs because 
they use an “Afghan First” policy, 
hiring local nationals to provide 
goods and services, which pose 
no drain on resources. 


ISAF Command Sgt. Maj. 
Michael Hall, McChrystal’s se- 
nior adviser, addressed the rec- 
reational cuts in a recent news 
release. 

“You know that people are 
going to get upset that (some 
MWR is) going to go away, but 
you know, the front line soldiers, 
they don’t get that stuff and they 
don’t need that stuff,” Hall said in 
the release. He added that while 
visiting combat outposts, soldiers 
“laughed ... when asked if they’d 
care if hamburger restaurants 
and ice cream shops at the main 
bases were shut down.” 

Cutting the leisure activities 
and services will allow more mil- 
itary supplies to route through air 
fields like Kandahar and Bagram 
because it will “free up space for 
military aircraft,’ according to 
the release. 

Army Sgt. Travis Payne, in 
Kandahar this week with the 
154th Transportation Company, 
said services such as the fast food 
franchises are important — and 
expected — for troops who visit 
from outlying areas. 

“They don’t want to be kept 
in a prison camp,” he said of 
Kandahar. 

Pulling those amenities out 
would “take away what little mo- 
rale there is,” said Pfc. John Arm- 
strong, who serves with Payne. 

Staff Sgt. Josh Swainston, who 
lives and works on Forward Op- 
erating Base Ramrod, about 50 
miles west of Kandahar, said he 
can see both sides of the issue, 
but laughed it was pointed out 
that he was carrying a take-out 
coffee from Green Beans. 

“T ain’t gonna to lie,” he said of 
the shopping opportunities at the 
boardwalk. “It’s nice.” 

One soldier who declined to 
give his name said he thinks it 
would be a good idea to close the 
shops and restrict the recreation 
programs so everyone — wheth- 
er on a Spartan forward operat- 
ing base or at a rear area facility 
— has the same opportunities. 

“Tt doesn’t seem like they real- 
ize we’re in a combat zone,” he 
said of those living at Kandahar.

The military will be required to sub- 
mit a report on the number of troops 
who have been cut off from their chil- 
dren by family members overseas dur- 
ing the last two years, according to an 
amendment in the newly approved De- 
fense Authorization Bill. 

Though the measure stops short of 
requiring the Defense Department to 
implement new policies to assist ser- 
vicemembers affected by international 
child abduction, the amendment is in- 
tended to spur those moves, according 
to sponsor Rep. Chris Smith, R-N.J. 


The amendment requires the DOD to report: 


m The number of children abducted from military parents 
m The number of children who have been returned to left-behind mili- 


tary parents 
m@ Any DOD action to facilitate returns

“This will be the catalyst for sig- 
nificant reform,” Smith told Stars and 
Stripes on Thursday. 

The report, which is due to Congress 
within 180 days, requires the military 
to document current practices to assist 
servicemembers entangled in over- 
seas custody battles. Smith, however, 
said there appears to be no consistent 
policy within the DOD to address the 
problem. 

The amendment came as good news 
to troops such as Navy Cmdr. Paul To- 
land, who has been fighting for rights to 
his 7-year-old daughter in Japan since 
she was a baby. While stationed at Yo- 
kosuka Naval Base in Japan, Toland 
married a Jap- 
anese national 
who he claims 
later abducted 
their daughter 
in 2003. To- 
land’s ex-wife 





rights for both parents after a divorce, 
not every country protects those rights. 

In Japan, more than 100 Japanese- 
American children are currently being 
kept away from their American par- 
ent. Japanese courts typically award 
custody to mothers and do not enforce 
visitations for non-custodial parents, 
nor do those courts recognize foreign 
custody orders. 

Troops need to understand the laws 
of the countries where they’re stationed, 
said Toland, now based in Maryland. 

The State Department tracks inter- 
national child abduction incidents and 
officials have said the caseload in Japan 
has doubled since last year — due to the 
rise of international marriage and di- 
vorce, as well as increased reporting. 

Smith said there is a need to ensure 
the best legal advice is given to troops 
seeking military assistance in interna- 
tional divorce and custody cases. 

Smith also introduced the Interna- 
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tional Child Abduction Prevention Act, 
which has yet to make its way through 
the legislative process. That legisla- 
tion would impose economic sanctions

Detecting bombs is a 
vision, lifestyle thing

TWENTYNINE PALMS, Calif. — As 
Marines train to deploy to war zones, there 
is daily discussion about how to detect and 
disarm the buried roadside bombs that kill 
Marines in Irag and Afghanistan. 

Military researchers have found that two 
groups of personnel were particularly good 
at spotting anomalies: those with hunting 
backgrounds, who traipsed the woods as 
youth in search of a deer or turkey; and those 
who grew up in urban circumstances where 
it is often important to know which gang con- 
trols which block. 

Personnel who fit neither category, often 
young men who grew up in the suburbs and 
developed a fondness for video games, did 
not seem to have the depth perception and 
peripheral vision of the others. 

The findings did not surprise Army Sst. 
Maj. Todd Burnett, the top enlisted man with 
the Pentagon-based Joint Improvised Explo- 
sive Device Defeat Organization, or JIED- 
DO, which conducted the study. He has made 
multiple deployments to Iraq and Afghani- 
stan and ridden in more than 1,000 convoys. 
On 19 occasions, he has been in a vehicle hit 
by a roadside bomb. 

The best troops he’s seen when it comes to 
spotting bombs were soldiers from the South 
Carolina National Guard, nearly all with 
rural backgrounds that included hunting. 

“They just seemed to pick up things much 
better,” Burnett said. 

“They know how to look at the entire 
environment.”

Personnel from urban backgrounds also 
seemed to have developed an innate “threat- 
assessment” ability. Both groups, said Army 
research psychologist Steve Burnett, “seem 
very adaptable to the kinds of environments” 
seen in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Video-game enthusiasts are narrower in 
their focus, as if their Humvee’s windshield 
is a computer screen. 

“The gamers are very focused on the 
screen rather than the whole surrounding,” 
said Sgt. Maj. Burnett (no relation to the re- 
search psychologist). 

Some 800 military personnel at Twenty- 
nine Palms and several other bases took part 
in a set of vision and perception tests, follow- 
up interviews and personality tests over 18 
months. Test subjects were asked to find hid- 
den bombs in pictures, videos, virtual real- 
ity exercises and open-air obstacle courses, 
including on pitch-dark nights. 

Although many findings remain classified, 


military officials agreed to discuss the eye- 
sight portion of the study. 

Completed in June, the study is being cir- 
culated for peer review to researchers with 
security clearance. 

Of the bombs spotted before they could kill 
or maim, an estimated 90 percent were de- 
tected by someone sensing something amiss 
in a dusty roadside in Helmand province or a 
crowded street in Fallujah. 


Instructors not involved in the study were 
not surprised to learn that rural and urban 
backgrounds are common characteristics of 
good bomb-hunters. 


“Let’s be honest: that’s a big percentage 
of the Marine Corps. You don’t get Harvard 
graduates becoming Marine privates,” said 
Chief Warrant Officer Seth Leonard, who 
hunted squirrels as a youth in Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., and is now operations officer for the ex- 
plosive ordnance disposal school here.

U.S. sailor 
accidentally 
fires shots 
from ship

KAISERSLAUTERN, Germa- 
ny—AU.S. official says an Ameri- 
can sailor accidentally fired three 
shots Wednesday from a machine 
gun aboard a Navy ship docked in 
Gdynia, Poland. 

The incident happened while 
the sailor was doing maintenance 
on a M240 machine gun on the 
Norfolk, Va.-based USS Ramage, 
U.S. Navy 6th Fleet spokesman 
Cmdr. Scott Miller said. 

“There was no known damage. 
There was no evidence of a build- 
ing being impacted. As far as we 
know nothing was hit,’ Muller 
said. 

The Navy is cooperating with a 
Polish military police investiga- 
tion, and the Naval Criminal In- 
vestigative Service is looking into 
the shooting, Miller said. 

The incident came on the heels 
of the Ramage’s participation in 
the Joint Warrior Exercise, which 
involved several Allied countries’ 
navies. It happened on the last 
day of the Ramage’s port visit to 
Gdynia, and it did not delay the 
ship’s departure, Miller said. 

“Tt’s unfortunate at the end of 
an otherwise perfect port visit 
that you would have something 
like this. We certainly regret the 
incident,” Miller said. “We take it 
seriously.”

But two months before they’re to be 
rolled out, the revised guidelines have yet 
to be signed by Air Force Chief of Staff 
Gen. Norton Schwartz. Air Force officials 
said a review of the guidelines delayed 
the expected September release of the 
instruction. 

Airmen, however, are already sounding 
off about the possible elimination of man- 
datory PT. Some welcome the relaxed 
standards, while others worry that los- 
ing workout time during duty hours will 
make it tougher to pass the more strin- 
gent PT test. 

Under current fitness guidance, squad- 
ron commanders must implement and 
maintain a unit or squadron PT program 
while also ensuring that all members are 
permitted up to 90 minutes of duty time 
for physical training three times a week. 

The other services have similar guide- 
lines. The Navy doesn’t mandate unit PT, 
but recommends that commanders give 
sailors at least three 60-minute workout 
sessions during duty hours each week, 
Navy spokeswoman Katie Suich said in 
an e-mail to Stars and Stripes. 

In the Marine Corps, commanders 
must ensure their troops perform at least 
five 30-minute “combat conditioning ses- 
sions” each week, according to a Marine 
Corps spokesman, 2nd Lt. Brian Villiard. 

The Army carves out the most time 
for mandatory physical training. A com- 
mander “in general” gives 1! hours a day 
for first-line supervisors to conduct physi- 
cal training during duty hours each week, 
according to an Army spokesman, Lt. Col. 
Lee Packnett. 

Air Force officials say eliminating 
mandatory PT is intended to give com- 
manders more leeway in designing and 
scheduling PT programs to meet their 
unit’s needs and mission. 

“Commanders are highly encouraged 
to continue with the fitness program, but 
it’s not going to be mandatory,” said Maj. 
Richelle Dowdell, an Air Force spokes- 
woman at the Pentagon. 

Part of the reasoning behind the shift 
is the acknowledgement that command- 
ers can make airmen attend PT but they 
can’t force someone to “put that effort 
forward,” Dowdell said. It’s up to the indi- 
vidual what they get from a workout, and 
the Air Force thinks fitness should be the 
individual’s responsibility, she said. 

But Air Force officials won’t go as far as 
to say the expected change will shift ac- 
countability for their airmen’s test scores 
away from commanders. 

Last year’s audit found that command- 
ers did not consistently allow individual 
physical fitness activity during duty hours, 
and that unit-based fitness programs did 
not effectively influence airmen to make 
fitness a year-round commitment. 

Air Force officials at the Pentagon 
could not answer how commanders will

The Air Force has tightened re- 
quirements for physical training 
uniforms, issuing strict guidelines 
dictating everything from the color 
of airmen’s PT socks to the position 
of their waistbands. Underwear 
must be “appropriate and worn” 
with all PT uniform combinations. 

The updated guidance, issued 
Wednesday, became effective im- 
mediately and applies to current 
workout gear as well as improved 
PT uniforms that will be available 
later this year, according to the Air 
Force message detailing the 20 
requirements. 

The guidance, incorporated into 
AFI 36-2903, details such require- 
ments for personal PT as wearing 
reflective belts and armbands dur- 
ing periods of low light, bans bright- 
ly colored footwear and orders that 
socks must be white, though they 
can display small trademark logos. 

The few exceptions to the policy 
are at the discretion of command- 
ers for accessions, professional 
military education or academic 
training when unit distinction is re- 
quired, such as identifying instruc- 
tors from students. Temporary 
adjustments may also be autho- 
rized when safety is a concern or in 
a deployed location.

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Official: IEDs pose 
worldwide threat 


WASHINGTON — A senior 
military official says the use of 
homemade bombs extends well 
beyond Afghanistan and Iraq, 
making the weapons a global 
problem that requires an interna- 
tional solution. 

In congressional testimony to 
be delivered Thursday, Army 
Lt. Gen. Thomas Metz said there 
have been more than 3,500 inci- 
dents involving improvised ex- 
plosive devices in the past year 
and the number is growing. 

Metz heads the U.S. military 
organization tasked with counter- 
ing the bombs. He says violent ex- 
tremists have easy access to the 
materials needed to make IEDs 
and use telecommunications net- 
works to exchange information 
about how to improve them. 


French families to sue 
over soldiers’ deaths 


PARIS — The families of two 
French soldiers killed in a 2008 
ambush in Afghanistan are pre- 
paring to file a legal suit to try 
to find out if anyone in the chain 
of command was responsible for 
security lapses, a lawyer said 
Thursday. 

Lawyer Gilbert Collard said 
he plans to lodge the complaint 
with Paris’ military tribunal next 
week. The suit is for “deliberately 
endangering the lives of others,” 
he said. 


German general calls 
airstrike ‘appropriate’ 


BERLIN — A top general with 
the German army says the deci- 
sion to call in an airstrike on a 
pair of hijacked tanker trucks in 
Afghanistan was appropriate and 
that the final death toll in the inci- 
dent has not been confirmed. 

Gen. Wolfgang Scheniderhan- 
told reporters Thursday he had 
read the report that was prepared 
on the Sept. 4 incident. A Ger- 
man colonel called in an airstrike 
against the tanker trucks, fearful 
that insurgents would use them 
to mount a suicide attack on his 
troops near Kunduz. 

Schneiderhan said the report, 
prepared by NATO, was classified 
but “according to my evaluation, 
the airstrike was appropriate.”

Arrests made In 
Baghdad blasts

BAGHDAD — Iraq announced 
the arrests of dozens of military 
and security personnel on Thurs- 
day over Baghdad suicide bomb- 
ings that killed 155 people, trying 
to calm public outrage at the gov- 
ernment’s apparent inability to 
protect its people ahead of Janu- 
ary elections and the pending 
U.S. troop withdrawal. 

Maj. Gen. Qassim al-Moussawi, 
a military spokesman for the 
Iraqi capital, told The Associated 
Press that 11 army officers and 
50 security officials have been 
taken into custody over Sunday’s 
bombings — the worst attacks in 
Iraq in more than two years. 

The massive blasts at the Jus- 
tice Ministry and the Baghdad 
Provincial Administration an- 
gered many Iraqis, who ques- 
tioned how the suicide bombers 
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could have gotten their explo- 
sives-laden vehicles through a 
downtown dotted with check- 
points and security personnel. 

While other suspects have 
been detained, al-Moussawi said 
these were the first arrests of se- 
curity officials in relation to the 
Sunday bombings. The military 
commander and the police chief 
of Baghdad’s Salhiya district, 
where the powerful blast oc- 
curred on Sunday, were among 
those arrested, al-Moussawi 
said. 

Al-Moussawi said the suspects 
were arrested because they were 
responsible for protecting the 
area where the bombings oc- 
curred. He said the investiga- 
tion will determine whether they 
were negligent or actually help- 
ing the insurgents. 

“If the investigation results 
show that other security officials 
were also negligent or helped the 
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Iraqis gather Thursday in front of the Ministry of Justice building, 
which was destroyed in an attack Sunday that killed at least 155 
people in Baghdad. The chief Iraqi military spokesman said 
Thursday that 11 army officers and 50 security officials have been 
taken into custody over the bombings. 


insurgents, we will arrest them,” 
he said. 

News of the arrests comes as 
U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon said he is sending a senior 
U.N. official to Baghdad in re- 
sponse to a request from Iraq’s 
prime minister for an investi- 
gation into an earlier, similar 
suicide bombing of two govern- 


ment ministries. Those attacks, 
in August, killed more than 100 
people. 

Also Thursday, Kurdish law- 
makers pushing for control of the 
northern oil-rich city of Kirkuk 
boycotted a parliament session 
that was to tackle the crucial law 
needed for January’s nationwide 
balloting. 


U.N. re-evaluating its Afghan mission after bloody attack

KABUL — Traumatized U.N. staffers in 


Afghanistan were under orders to stay home 
Thursday, one day after Taliban militants 
stormed a guest house in the capital and killed 
eight people in a brazen attack that is forcing 
the world body to re-evaluate its mission in 
the war-ravaged nation. 

The attack underscored the risks facing 
U.N. and Afghan officials in organizing a run- 
off election following the fraud-marred first- 
round vote Aug. 20, and the massive challenge 
for the U.S.-led military force in curbing the 
determined Taliban insurgency. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon was 
scheduled to brief the Security Council on as- 
sault on the Kabul guest house, which left five 
foreign U.N. staff and three Afghans dead. 
Initial reports said 11 people were killed. 

U.N. spokesman Aleem Siddique said at 
least nine U.N. staff who survived the two- 
hour assault on the Bakhtar guest house will 
be evacuated to Dubai in the United Arab 
Emirates on Thursday. 

The U.N. has ordered its employees to re- 
main “on lockdown,” with their movements 
restricted, Siddique said Thursday, declining 
to give details for security reasons. Another 
U.N. staffer said that meant most staff were

DETROIT — A leader of a radi- 
cal U.S. Sunni Islam group killed 
in a shootout with federal agents 
near Detroit repeatedly told fol- 
lowers that the government was 
the enemy and they must be will- 
ing to take on the FBI — even if it 
meant death, authorities said. 

“You cannot have a nonvio- 
lent revolution,” Luqman Ameen 
Abdullah said, according to a 
2008 conversation secretly re- 
corded by a confidential FBI 
source. 

Abdullah, 53, was_ killed 
Wednesday at a warehouse in 
Dearborn, where agents were at-

tempting to arrest him on charg- 
es that included conspiracy to 
sell stolen goods and illegal pos- 
session and sale of firearms. He 
was one of 11 people named in a 
criminal complaint after a two- 
year investigation. 

FBI spokeswoman Sandra 
Berchtold said Abdullah refused 
to surrender, fired a weapon 
and was killed by gunfire from 
agents. 

Federal authorities said Abdul- 
lah’s son was arrested in nearby 
Windsor, Ontario. 

Mujahid Carswell, 33, was ar- 
rested Thursday in Windsor by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 
He was considered armed and 
dangerous, according to the FBI. 
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Detroit police officers enter the Masjid Al-Haqq mosque on Wednesday in Detroit. Luqman Ameen 
Abdullah, 53, imam of the Detroit mosque, was fatally shot while resisting arrest. 


The 43-page criminal complaint 
described Abdullah as an extrem- 
ist who believed the FBI bombed 
New York’s World Trade Center in 
1993 and the Oklahoma City fed- 
eral building two years later. 

Abdullah beat children with 
sticks at his Detroit mosque, 
the complaint claimed, and was 


trained with his followers in the 
use of firearms, martial arts and 
swords. 

Neither Abdullah nor his co- 
defendants were charged with 
terrorism. But he was “advocat- 
ing and encouraging his followers 
to commit violent acts against the 
United States,’ FBI agent Gary 


Leone wrote in an affidavit filed 
with the complaint. 

Two of the 11 people were 
still at large Thursday. The head 
of the FBI in Detroit, Andrew 
Arena, called a news conference 
for Thursday and planned to meet 
privately with the Council of Is- 
lamic Organizations of Michigan.

White House overstated stimulus jobs by thousands

WASHINGTON — An early progress re- 
port on President Barack Obama’s economic 
recovery plan overstates by thousands the 
number of jobs created or saved through 
the stimulus program, a mistake that White 
House officials promise will be corrected in 
future reports. 

The U.S government’s first accounting of 
jobs tied to the $787 billion stimulus program 
claimed more than 30,000 positions paid for 
with recovery money. But that figure is over- 
stated by least 5,000 jobs, or one in six, ac- 
cording to an Associated Press review of a

sample of stimulus contracts. 

The AP review found some counts were more 
than 10 times as high as the actual number of 
jobs; some jobs credited to the stimulus pro- 
gram were counted two and sometimes more 
than four times; and other jobs were credited to 
stimulus spending when none was produced. 

For example: 

m™ A company working with the Federal 
Communications Commission reported that 
stimulus money paid for 4,231 jobs, when 
about 1,000 were produced. 

m A Georgia community college reported 
creating 280 jobs with recovery money, but 
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none was created from the stimulus. 

@ A Florida child care center said its stimu- 
lus money saved 129 jobs but used the money 
on raises for existing employees. 

There is no proof the White House sought to 
inflate numbers. But administration officials 
seized on the 30,000 figure as to show the 
stimulus was really on its way. 

The White House promises many problems 
will be corrected in Friday’s report. 

“T think you’ll see a pretty good degree of 
accuracy,” said Ed DeSeve, an Obama adviser 
helping to oversee the stimulus program.

WASHINGTON — For this accomplishment, Pres- 
ident Barack Obama sought maximum publicity. 

There was a bill signing at a wooden desk set up 
in the East Room, with the media invited, followed 
by a reception for joyous, champagne-sipping sup- 
porters and an address to them, again, from the East 
Room. 

Obama was keeping a campaign promise to gays 
and lesbians by putting his signature on a bill to in- 
clude violence against homosexuals in federal hate 
crimes law. 

Of several such commitments to gay and lesbian 
supporters, it’s the first one he’s kept. Other prom- 
ises are either pending or stalled entirely, proving a 


source of continued dismay for gay and lesbian ad- 
vocates who worked to help him get elected. 

As acandidate, Obama promised to end the “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” policy that bars homosexuals from 
serving openly in the military. 

He pledged to work to overturn the Defense of 
Marriage Act, which limits how states, local and 
federal bodies can recognize partnerships and de- 
termine benefits. 

He also promised to outlaw job discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orientation or gender identity. 

Nine months into his term, those promises aren’t 
close to being met. 

While pleased by Wednesday’s signing ceremony, 
Rea Carey, executive director of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, said there is still a lot of 
work to be done.

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Calif. bridge failure stirs fear, anger 


Rod collapse 
closes span 
indefinitely

SAN FRANCISCO — Engi- 
neers desperately tried to repair 
the San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge as commuters encoun- 
tered a second day of heavy traf- 
fic and crowded trains Thursday 
after a 5,000-pound piece of steel 
plummeted onto the span during 
rush hour this week. 

Transportation officials — still 
have no firm estimate of when the 
bridge will reopen. 

“Caltrans is doing everything it 
can to return the bridge back to 
a Safe state,” Bart Ney, a spokes- 
man for the state transportation 
department said at a news confer- 
ence Thursday morning. 

The bridge closure made for a 
rough commute, with heavy traf- 
fic and crowded trains. Other 
bridges that provide access to San 
Francisco were especially con- 
gested, as some of the estimated 
280,000 commuters who use the 
Bay Bridge each day looked for 
alternate routes. 

The accident has resurrected 
fears about the safety of a span 
that millions watching the 1989 
World Series broadcast learned 
had failed during an earthquake. 

The terrifying scene on Tues- 
day left only one motorist with 
minor injuries, but stirred anger 
over the constant delays and 
soaring costs of the still-unfin- 
ished new eastern span of the 
Bay Bridge, which has become 


the largest public works project 
in California history. 

“T thought I was going into the 
Bay,” said Andrea Nelson, who 
saw the crossbar and two rods fall 
and bounce on the road ahead of 
her as she headed into San Fran- 
cisco for dinner. She swerved and 
her car spun out as she ran over 
the rods, which gashed her tires. 

“T have lost so much confidence 
in the experts, the millions of dol- 
lars that are being spent to recon- 
struct and build a new bridge,” 
she said. “I just find it shocking 
and unacceptable.” 

The pieces that failed were 
parts of major repairs done last 
month after state inspectors dis- 
covered a crack in an “eyebar,” 
an important structural beam.

Abolhassan Astaneh-Asl, a 
civil engineering professor at the

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Growth seen 
as sign that 
recession 
may be over

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
economy grew at a 3.5 percent 
pace in the third quarter, the best 
showing in two years, fueled by 
government-supported spending 
on cars and homes. It’s the stron- 
gest signal yet that the economy 
has entered a new, though frag- 
ile, phase of recovery and that 
the worst recession since the 
1930s has ended. 

Going forward, many analysts 
expect the pace of the budding 
recovery to be plodding due to 
rising unemployment and con- 
tinuing difficulties by both con- 
sumers and businesses to secure 
loans. 

“This welcome milestone is 
just another step, and we still 
have a long road to travel until 
the economy is fully recovered,” 
said Christina Romer, President 
Barack Obama?’s chief economist. 
“Tt will take sustained, robust ... 
growth to bring the unemploy- 
ment rate down substantially. 
Such a decline in unemployment 
is, of course, what we are all 
working to achieve.” 

The much-awaited turnaround 
reported Thursday by the Com- 
merce Department ended the 
streak of four straight quarters 
of contracting economic activity, 
the first time that’s happened on 
records dating to 1947. 

It also marked the first in- 
crease since the spring of 2008, 
when the economy experienced a 
short-lived uptick in growth. 

The third-quarter’s perfor- 
mance — the strongest since 
right before the country fell into 
recession in December 2007 
— was slightly better than the 3.3 
percent growth rate economists 
expected. 

Armed with cash from govern- 
ment support programs, consum- 
ers led the rebound in the third 
quarter, snapping up cars and 
homes. 

Consumer spending on big- 
ticket manufactured goods 
soared at an annualized rate of 
22.3 percent in the third quarter, 
the most since the end of 2001. 
The jump largely reflected car 
purchases spurred by the gov- 
ernment’s “Cash for Clunkers” 
program.

GLENS FALLS, N.Y. — The turret offers a 
great view of the nearby Adirondack Moun- 
tains, the weapons bunkers can serve as wine 
cellars and the cavernous gymnasium could 
be turned into the ultimate rec room. 

Those are just some of the possibilities for 
the 38,000-square-foot Glens Falls Armory, 
slated for possible sale by New York state. Of 
course, the rehabilitation potential is a far 
cry from the structure’s original function as 
a munitions storehouse, military drill hall 
and last stand should war revisit America’s 
shores. 

The 115-year-old fortresslike structure is 
one of several stone and brick state-owned 
armories being put up for sale as New York 
sheds some of these unique buildings in the 
name of modernization. 

As the Army National Guard here and in 
other states continues to evolve into a 21st cen- 
tury fighting force, units are ditching many of 
their older buildings — and the name armory 
— for more modern digs dubbed “readiness 
centers.” In New York, with the nation’s larg- 
est collection of the oldest and most archi- 
tecturally significant armories, that means 
disposing of imposing structures. 

The unit based at Glens Falls recently 
shifted to its new $11.5 million readiness cen- 
ter in a suburban industrial park. 

The New York National Guard has 52 active 
armories, down from 70 a decade ago, most 
of them on the National Register of Historic 
Places. They include the Seventh Regiment 
Armory covering an entire Manhattan block 
and the castlelike Connecticut Street Ar- 
mory in Buffalo. Some, like Glens Falls, were 
designed in a medieval military style by state 
architect Isaac Perry in the late 1800s, oth- 
ers from the 1930s were designed in a more 
Gothic style by William Haugaard. 

Nationwide, there are nearly 3,000 readi- 
ness centers, including armories of various 
ages, according to the National Guard Bu- 
reau based in Arlington, Va. In 2002, there 
were about 3,150. How many of the nation’s 
older armories are still being used by the 
guard units isn’t known. 

After a New York armory is decommis- 
sioned, it’s considered surplus state property 
and handed over to the state Office of Gener- 
al Services. The properties are first offered 
to local municipalities, but if there are no 
takers, OGS puts the armories on the auction 
block.

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National Guard’s troop strength in the state 
has fallen from about 20,000 to 10,400, even 
as the Army Guard’s overall troop strength 
has risen since 2006 to more than 358,000. 
Today’s Guard conducts more training in the 
field or at Army Reserve facilities, diminish- 
ing the need for mustering inside old armor- 
ies lacking the latest technology, said Eric 
Durr, spokesman for the New York National 
Guard. 

The trend is mirrored in neighboring 
Pennsylvania, home to some 160 National 
Guard facilities, most built during or after 
World War II, although a handful of the old- 
est date back to the 1910s. 

“We are in a building boom right now, and 
we’re also going to be in the process of selling 
some of the old armories and getting them off 
the books,” said Lt. Col. Chris Cleaver of the 
Pennsylvania National Guard. “It’s just not 
cost-effective to keep them up and running.” 

Turrets, dimly lit gyms and basement war- 
rens of bunkerlike rooms are just some of 
the common features prospective buyers see 
during presale open houses in Glens Falls 
and other New York locations where armor- 
ies are being sold. 

While initial interest is usually high once a 
prospective buyer walks in the door, that en- 
thusiasm can dim considerably once the tour 
is over, he said. 

“Tt dawns on them: it’s a lot of area, it’s a big 
space and it’s going to take a lot of money to 
fulfill their vision,” said Chuck Sheifer, chief 
of OGS’ Bureau of Land Management. 

Despite their often massive size and design 
quirks — or because of them — many old ar- 
mories have been converted to other uses. 
The armories in Ticonderoga and Malone 
are now community centers. The Hudson ar- 
mory was turned into antiques center in the 
mid-1990s, while Tonawanda’s is home to a 
catering business. 

At least one former armory serves as a 
private residence. In Amsterdam, on the Mo- 
hawk River 30 miles northwest of Albany, 
Susan and Manfred Phemister have convert- 
ed their 1890s armory into the Amsterdam 
Castle, a combination home, meeting space 
and bed-and-breakfast. 

The New York City transplants have spent 
“hundreds of thousands of dollars” refurbish- 
ing the 36,000-square-foot building, accord- 
ing to Susan Phemister, a business executive 
with Thomson Reuters in Manhattan. 

“The joy of living in an armory is that you 
have the most beautiful, extraordinary build- 
ing,” she said.

Clinton

‘Hard to believe’ 
officials can’t find 
terrorists, she says

ISLAMABAD — Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said Thursday 
that Pakistan squandered opportunities 
over the years to kill or capture leaders of 
the al-Qaida terrorist network responsible 
for the Sept. 11 attacks. 

While U.S. officials have said they be- 
lieve Osama bin Laden and senior lieu- 
tenants have been hiding in the rugged 
terrain along the border with Afghani- 
stan, Clinton’s blunt comments suggested 
that Pakistan’s government has done too 
little to act against al-Qaida’s top echelon.

your government knows where they are 
and couldn’t get them if they really want- 
ed to,” Clinton told Pakistani journalists 
saiyd in Lahore. “Maybe that’s the case. 
Maybe they’re not gettable. I don’t know.” 

With the country reeling from Wednes- 
day’s devastating bombing that killed 
at least 105 people in Peshawar, Clinton 
also engaged in an intense give-and-take 
with students at the Government College 
of Lahore. She insisted inaction by the 
government would have ceded ground to 
terrorists. 

“Tf you want to see your territory shrink, 
that’s your choice,” she said, adding that 
she believed it would be a bad choice. 

The Peshawar bombing, the deadliest 


attack in Pakistan since 2007, appeared 
timed to overshadow her arrival. 

Clinton stressed that a key purpose of 
her trip was to reach out to ordinary Paki- 
stanis. But her tough comments about 
Pakistan’s will to take on al-Qaida leaders 
might not sit well among Pakistanis who 
long have complained about American 
demands on their country. 

Clinton declined to touch on missile at- 
tacks from U.S. drones against militants 
inside Pakistan. The subject has stirred 
some of the strongest feelings of anti- 
Americanism in the country. 

“There is a war going on,” Clinton said, 
saying only that the U.S. wants to help 
Pakistan be successful. 
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EU leaders debate 
share of climate aid

BRUSSELS — European Union nations strug- 
gled Thursday to decide how much climate aid 
to offer poor nations, with Hungary and Poland 
demanding that richer EU states pay a larger 
share of the costs of enticing more governments 
to sign a new global climate change pact. 

Swedish Prime Minister Fredrik Reinfeldt 
— who is chairing a two-day summit of EU lead- 
ers in Brussels — said the EU’s credibility was 
on the line, and failure to make a clear financial 
offer could jeopardize the U.N. climate confer- 
ence in Copenhagen in December. 

Reinfeldt called on leaders to open their wal- 
lets and signal to the United States, Japan and 
other top donors to come forward with their own 
aid pledges. 

“What I want to see is a more fixed sum that 
would open the way for others to do their part,” 
he said. 

Hungary’s Prime Minister Gordon Bajnai 
said, however, that sharing the aid costs be- 
tween all 27 EU nations “is not acceptable” for 
the bloc’s poorer, eastern members. 

“We want a result this weekend, but not at any 
price,” Bajnai said just hours before EU leaders 
were to begin summit talks. 

Polish Prime Minister Donald Tusk said that 
Poland’s position, similar to Hungary’s, “is gain- 
ing acceptance in many European countries.” 

The EU — a self-proclaimed leader in set- 
ting global climate change policy — is also urg- 
ing other rich countries to match its pledge to 
cut emissions by 20 percent from 1990 levels by 
2020, and says it will go even further and cut up 
to 30 percent, if other rich countries follow suit. 

The Europeans also want to reduce aviation 
emissions by 10 percent and shipping emissions 
by 20 percent, compared with 2005 levels. 


Christians: Thousands of 
Bibles seized in Malaysia

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
— Malaysian authorities have con- 
fiscated more than 15,000 Bibles 
in recent months because they 
referred to “God” as “Allah,” a 
translation that has been banned, 
Christian church officials said 
Thursday. 

The alleged seizure of the Bi- 
bles, imported from neighboring 
Indonesia, is certain to reignite 
complaints by religious minori- 
ties that their right to practice 
their faiths freely has come under 
threat as the government panders 
to the Muslim majority. 





A growing sense of discrimina- 
tion among the minorities is chip- 
ping away at Malaysia’s reputation 
as a harmonious multiethnic na- 
tion that practices a moderate 
brand of Islam. 

The Rev. Hermen Shastri, gen- 
eral secretary of the Council of 
Churches of Malaysia, said au- 
thorities seized 10,000 copies on 
Sept. 11 because the Indonesian- 
language Bibles contained the 
word “Allah.” 

Indonesian language is similar 
to Malaysian language, both of 
which use “Allah” as translation 
for God in both Islamic and Chris- 
tian traditions. 


Yemen: Al-Qaida suspect 
among 6 arrested 


SANA’A, Yemen — Yemeni of- 
ficials say six Somalis have been 
arrested south of the capital — in- 
cluding one man suspected of 
being a member of al-Qaida. 

The Yemeni interior minis- 
try said the men were arrested 
Thursday during a security raid 
about 215 miles south of Sana’a. 
Many Somalis cross the Gulf of 
Aden illegally to reach Yemen and 
the richer Gulf countries beyond. 


S. Korean is accused 

of spying for N. Korea 
SEOUL — A South Korean uni- 

versity lecturer accused of spying 


for North Korea since the early 
1990s has been indicted on es- 


pionage charges, prosecutors said 
Thursday. 

The suspect, identified by the 
surname Lee, was charged with 
giving North Korea confidential 
information, including the loca- 
tions of South Korean military 
facilities and an army operations 
manual, prosecutors said. The 
37-year-old man was arrested on 
Sept. 11 and indicted Tuesday, the 
statement said. 


Taiwan seeks to calm 
uproar over U.S. beef 


TAIPEI, Taiwan — Taiwanese 
President Ma Ying-jeou moved 
Thursday to ease a political storm 
over the government’s decision to 
lift a ban on certain U.S. beef im- 
ports, saying adequate safeguards 
are in place to guard against mad 
cow disease. 


More than 100 people protested 
against last week’s decision to re- 
move the 6-year-old ban. Health 
experts have said while bone-in 
beef like Porterhouse steak may 
be harmless, minced beef and 
offal carry higher risks of disease. 
Ma said all the meat is safe.

The U.S. side applauded Chi- 
na’s commitments to draft rules 
to treat products made by U.S.- 
invested foreign enterprises in 
China as Chinese domestic prod- 
ucts, rather than foreign ones, in 
government purchases. 

Trade spats between the two 
countries worsened after the 
Obama administration last month 
announced up to 35 percent du- 
ties on Chinese-made tires, to be 
imposed for the next three years. 

Still, U.S. officials have said 
they do not expect any of the vari- 
ous simmering disputes to undo 
progress in other areas, or to sour 
overall ties. 

Ford Motor, General Motors 
and Chrysler export only about 
9,000 cars to China a year. GM so 
far this year has sold 1.3 million 
cars and trucks in China, most of 
them built there in a joint venture 
with Chinese automaker SAIC.

VIENNA, Austria — Iran has 
given an “initial response” to 
the International Atomic Energy 
agency on a plan that calls for 
Tehran to ship much of its en- 
riched uranium abroad, the IAEA 
said Thursday. 

The wording of the IAEA state- 
ment appeared to dash Western 
hopes of a quick deal that would 
delay Tehran’s ability to make a 
nuclear weapon. 

The U.S. and allied countries 
were seeking Iranian agreement 
to ship out 70 percent of its low- 
enriched uranium to Russia in 
one shipment for further enrich- 
ment and conversion into fuel for 
a Tehran research reactor. 

Sending that amount in one 
batch would not leave Tehran 


with enough material to make 
weapons-grade uranium should it 
decide to make a warhead. 

Experts say Iran would need at 
least a year to produce enough to 
make up for the exported mate- 
rial, giving the international com- 
munity a window in its efforts to 
persuade the Islamic Republic to 
freeze its enrichment program. 

But Iran has signaled in recent 
days that it was unwilling to give 
up most of its enriched stockpile in 
a single shipment and would seek 
to re-negotiate terms worked out 
by IAEA chief Mohamed E]Bara- 
dei in talks last week with Iran, 
Russia, France and the United 
States. That Iranian stance was 
reinforced by the language of the 
IAEA statement.

It’s a little token of 
him,” he said, pulling out a white-glove 
key ring fashioned after one of his 
brother’s best known accessories. 

Performances in the film included 
a medley of Jackson 5 hits the singer 
originally performed with his siblings. 

Most of the material was intended 
for Jackson’s private use, but it now 
serves as the last bow of a performer 
who ruled the pop charts in the 1980s 
and later retired to a reclusive life 
amid allegations of child molestation. 

The mood at simultaneous pre- 
mieres around the world Tuesday and 
Wednesday was tearful yet celebra- 
tory. At the Los Angeles premiere near 
the arena where much of the rehearsal 
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footage was shot, “This Is It” direc- 
tor and longtime Jackson collaborator 
Kenny Ortega introduced the film to 
the audience, calling it the “last sacred 
documentation of our leader and our 
friend.” 

“It was touching. Well done. It 
was beautiful,” said Casey Gosh, 24, 
who was invited to the premiere by 
a friend. “It told his story. You really 
felt like you knew him. It was his final 
performance.” 

“T loved seeing him in action again,” 
said David Montalvo, who saw “This 
Is It” in New York City. “It’s like you 
were able to see Michael again for the 
last time, so it was a good chance to say 
goodbye to him.” 

The footage revealed just how elabo- 
rate and demanding Jackson’s come- 
back run of 50 planned concerts last 
July would have been. One segment 
showed how Jackson would have made 
a grand stage entrance inside a me- 
chanical spider. Another, intended as a 
3-D film accompaniment on “Thriller,” 
featured an expansive graveyard set. 

Early reaction from critics was 
equally positive. Matt Soergel of The 
Florida Times of Jacksonville calls it 
an “exuberant, astonishingly enter- 
taining concert film.” “Looks like the 
world has missed one helluva concert,” 
writes Kirk Honeycutt of The Hol- 
lywood Reporter.

Among others attend- 
ing were Will Smith, Jennifer Lopez, 
Paris Hilton, Neil Patrick Harris, Katy 
Perry and Motown Records founder 
Berry Gordy Jr. 

It was the biggest cinematic blowout 
ever for a music film as “This Is It” 
opened for paying customers immedi- 
ately after the premieres, with evening 
and midnight screenings in North 
America to middle-of-the-night and 
morning showings in Europe, Asia and 
elsewhere. 

Distributor Sony, which paid $60 
million for the film rights, opened 
“This Is It” in 99 countries. It expands 
to 110 territories this weekend. 

“T was tossing and turning with ner- 
vous feelings all night. Michael Jack- 
son is a hero in my life, and I cannot 
wait to see the final shot of Michael,” 
said Noh Kyeong-ae, a 34-year-old ac- 
countant, sobbing at a movie theater in 
Seoul, South Korea. 

Clocking in at one hour, 51 minutes, 
the film was culled from more than 
100 hours of footage.

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Camp David preacher 
grabs Obama’s attention

The Rev. Jeremiah Wright is long gone; Rick War- 
ren, just an Inauguration Day memory. The hordes 
of ministers around town who were hoping they’d 
somehow wind up with the first family in their pews 
have (mostly) given up. 

The president has been pastorless for quite a 
while now. Well, sort of. 

Seventy miles from Wash- 
ington’s prying eyes, Barack 
Obama has been attending 
church from time to time at 
Camp David, where services 
are led by a 39-year-old Navy 
chaplain with a famous last 
name, a compelling life story 
and a fervent belief in a God 
who works miracles. 

Carey Cash, the great-neph- 
ew of singer Johnny Cash and 
the younger brother of a former 
Miss America, sees the hand of God in every part of 
his journey: from the football fields where he once 
aspired to the NFL to the medical facilities where 
he learned he’d never play again; from the battered 
Humvee where he came under fire on the streets of 
Baghdad to the tiny chapel where he preaches to the 
country’s commander in chief in the Western Mary- 
land mountains. 

Although Cash was assigned to Camp David by 
the Navy, the president really likes the guy. Cash, 
Obama told religion reporters this summer, “deliv- 
ers as powerful a sermon as I’ve heard in a while. I 
really think he’s excellent.” 

But don’t make the mistake of referring to the 
imposing 6-foot-4 Southern Baptist chaplain as the 
president’s pastor. The White House has said that’s 
not the case. 

None of the president’s advisers have forgot- 
ten the firestorm that engulfed Obama during the 
campaign when inflammatory sermons by Wright, 
Obama’s longtime spiritual mentor at Trinity Unit- 
ed Church of Christ in Chicago, were made public. 

The president himself cites it as part of the reason 
that he and his wife have been hesitant to pick a per- 
manent church in Washington. 

“Let’s be blunt,” said Obama, who has attended 
worship services once at Nineteenth Street Bap- 
tist Church and three times at St. John’s Episcopal 
Church, most recently Sunday. “We were pretty 
affected by what happened at Trinity and the con- 
troversy surrounding Rev. Wright. That was deeply 
disturbing to us, and it was disappointing for us per- 
sonally. It made us very sensitive to the fact that as 
president, the church we attend can end up being 
interpreted as speaking for us at all times.” 

At Camp David’s tiny Evergreen Chapel, which is

off limits to the public and the media, the Obamas 
don’t have to worry about that kind of scrutiny. The 
family shares the pews with a small number of mili- 
tary families stationed at the 143-acre retreat — an 
experience that the president has mentioned more 
than once, along with his high regard for Cash. 

But that doesn’t mean Obama endorses Cash’s 
controversial views on Christian proselytizing in 
the military and on Islam, which the chaplain de- 
scribes in a 2004 book as a violent faith that “from 
its very birth has used the edge of the sword as a 
means to convert or conquer those with different 
religious convictions.” 

“Sadly, grace is often absent in Islam, which is 
based upon binding religious law, requiring stren- 
uous adherence to every tenet of the ‘Five Pillars 
of Allah,’” Cash writes. “A religion that emerges 
from the soil of strict adherence to law as a means 
of gaining God’s favor will always tend toward ex- 
treme self-sacrifice.” 

Cash has drawn criticism from the Military Reli- 
gious Freedom Foundation, a watchdog group that 
monitors Christian proselytizing in the military, for 
his participation in Campus Crusade for Christ’s 
Military Ministry, a program for evangelical chap- 
lains to “help every troop, every leader, every fam- 
ily member hear and receive the lifesaving message 
about Jesus.” 

“This is an organization that has repeatedly stat- 
ed its goal of transforming our military into a force 
of ‘government-paid missionaries for Christ,’” said 
Chris Rodda, a foundation spokesman. “Any chap- 
lain or commander who would support or condone 
these tactics or goals is a problem.” 

The White House declined to comment on the 
criticism. But those who served with Cash in Iraq 
have nothing but praise for his deep faith, warm 
manner and forceful sermons. 

“T have absolutely no surprise that the president is 
moved and inspired by or finds that his message is 
powerful,” said Brig. Gen. Frederick Padilla, Cash’s 
commander during his deployment. “You don’t have 
a heart beating in your chest if you don’t feel this 
way when you hear this man talk.” 

Obama will have plenty of opportunities to hear 
Cash speak: The lieutenant commander and his 
wife, Charity, who have six children and a seventh on 
the way, will be at Camp David for much of Obama’s 
term. Those who know Cash said they doubt preach- 
ing before the president would faze him. 

“T don’t think he’s intimidated by persons of power 
and prestige,” said Rodney Petersen, one of Cash’s 
teachers when he did postgraduate work at the Bos- 
ton University School of Theology. “I’m sure that he 
is polite and respectful, but he calls it like it is.”

Under the plan, people buying 
their first home would receive 
an $8,000 tax credit if they sign 
a contract by April 30 and close 
on it by June 30, the office of 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., said on Wednes- 
day. Homeowners shopping for a 
new primary residence would be 
eligible for a $6,500 tax credit if 
they owned their home for five 
consecutive years in the previous 
eight. 

In both cases, individuals who 
earn more than $125,000 annually

A 40-year-old retiree with a 38- 
year-old wife who elects full SBP 
coverage on a $2,000 monthly 
retirement could expect to pay 
$62,000 in total premiums if he 
died at age 65.

$401,897 in SBP. 

Anita Hattiangadi and Lauren 
Malone, scientific analysts for 
think tank CNA, used this last ex- 
ample in a Sept. 30 memorandum 
to the Marine Corps’ deputy com- 
mandant. The memo suggested 
that too many retiring Marines 
are opting out of SBP and likely 
won’t get another chance to sign 
up. 

SBP is a great deal, say pay of- 
ficials. That’s been particularly 
true since Congress eliminated a 
sharp reduction in plan annuities 
that occurred at age 62 when sur- 
viving spouses became eligible 
for Social Security. 

Despite the plan’s recent im- 
provements, including a premi- 
um “paid-up rule” after 30 years 
and attainment of age 70, many 
retirees, with consent of their 
spouses as the law requires, turn 
down SBP coverage. The take 
rate is particularly disappointing 
among new retirees from the sea 
services. 

Sign-up rates in fiscal 2008, the 
latest data available, show that 
only 68 percent of married Navy 
members and 70 percent of mar- 
ried Marines elected SBP cover- 
age as they retired. By contrast, 
85 percent of new Army retirees 
and 82 percent of new Air Force 
are buying coverage. 

The results suggest that the sea 
services aren’t doing enough to 
educate their retiring members 
and spouses on the SBP plan.

Widows win 


Up to 700 widows who remar- 
ried after age 57 and draw VA 
Dependency and Indemnity Com- 
pensation (DIC) will see full SBP 
restored, plus back payments 
worth thousands of dollars, in the 
wake of a recent appeals court 
victory brought by three military 
widows. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the Federal Circuit ruled Aug. 
26 in Sharp v. United States that 
Defense officials erred in Janu- 
ary 2004 after passage of the 
Veterans Benefits Act of 2003, 
which restored eligibility for 
DIC to surviving spouses who 
remarry after age 57. The DOD 
began reducing SBP again for 
these widows by the amount of 
DIC restored. 

The appeals court upheld a 
lower court decision that this vio- 
lated the plain language of the law 
that made these widows the first 
survivors eligible for concurrent 
receipt of both SBP, which their 
husbands paid for in premiums, 
and DIC. Defense officials said 
they won’t appeal the ruling. 

The Defense Finance and Ac- 
counting Service will begin noti- 
fying eligible surviving spouses 
that full SBP is being restored 
and retroactive payments will be 
calculated back to Jan. 1, 2004, 
or date of remarriage after 57, 
whichever is later. Back pay- 
ments could total more than $9 
million.

Paul Chandler told Britain’s ITV News 
that he and his wife were being held 
aboard a container ship anchored about a 
mile from the Somali coast. 

A fisherman said he saw two boats car- 
rying eight pirates and a white couple that 
had arrived in the village of Ceel Huur. 

“They kept asking for money and took 
everything of value on the boat,” Chan- 
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dler said in the interview, but the satel- 
lite phone connection was lost before he 
could answer how the couple were being 
treated. 

Dahir Dabadhahan said a convoy of 
around 30 other pirates in six luxury ve- 
hicles met the group in front of fishermen 
preparing their boats of the day, he said. 

“The pirates opened fire into the air, 
waving us to move away,” he said. 

Ceel Huur is just north of a notorious pi- 
rate stronghold in the town of Haradhere. 

Earlier Thursday, the British navy had 
found the couple’s empty yacht in interna- 
tional waters. 

Warships have been searching for Paul 
and Rachel Chandler since their yacht, the 
Lynn Rival, sent out a distress signal last

Friday. 

The British couple’s relatives pleaded 
for their release and said the pirates tar- 
geted the wrong people. 

“They are not a wealthy couple. They 
just wanted to take early retirement, to 
take a boat and to see more of the world,” 
said Paul Chandler’s sister, Jill Marsh- 
ment, 69, of Bredon. 

The couple, who have been married 
for 28 years, took early retirement about 
three years ago and have spent several six- 
month spells at sea.

SEOUL, South Korea — South Korea 
dismissed a commander and four military 
officers from their posts Thursday after a 
pig farmer apparently defected to North 
Korea through the section of border their 
unit was guarding. 

North Korea announced earlier this 
week that a 30-year-old man, Kang Tong 
Rim, arrived in the communist nation 
after crossing the heavily armed border 
Monday. 

South Korea’s military said it found a 
hole cut through barbed wire at the bor- 
der, and confirmed that Kang had served 
at a base near the spot. 

The apparent defection has raised ques- 
tions about border security in a nation 
facing nuclear-armed North Korea. Last 
year, about 2,800 North Koreans arrived 
in the South, up from about 2,500 in 2007.

A Canadian officer 
who lost his leg in a roadside bomb attack 
in 2007 recently returned to Kandahar, in 
his words, “to do good.” ... 

True, NATO must cope with “caveats” — 
restrictions imposed by some allies on how 
and where their forces can be employed 
in Afghanistan. For example, most of the 
nearly 4,400 German troops are effectively 
barred from operating outside the relative- 
ly safe north, and Turkey allows its 720- 
man contingent to operate only in Kabul. 
... France’s military chief properly calls 
caveats a “poison for multinational opera- 
tions,” and his British counterpart insists 
other allies take a larger role in combat. 

NATO tightly guards the detailed list 
of which ISAF contributors impose which 
caveats, but there are signs of progress. In 
2006, Marine Gen. Jim Jones, then NATO’s 
supreme allied commander, complained 
that 102 caveats were hobbling the ISAF’s 
on-scene commanders. Last June, the new 
commander, U.S. Navy Adm. James Stavr- 
idis, told a Senate committee that although 
69 caveats remained in force, 18 of the 42 
ISAF contributors were “caveat free.” And 
over the last few months, several Euro- 
pean nations that publicly emphasize their 
peacekeeping role have shifted with little 
fanfare to more aggressive patrolling. ... 
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Despite some wavering, the allies are 
not rushing for the exits. Over the last few 
weeks, several pledged to maintain or, in 
a few cases, increase their boots on the 
ground. ... In total, a few thousand more 
European troops might be added over the 
next year. Most of these soldiers will serve 
as mentors for Afghan security forces, 
reinforcing a “line of operation” that U.S. 
officials see as key to reversing Taliban 
momentum and permitting a gradual re- 
duction in NATO’s role. 

Numbers don’t tell the whole story. 
French President Nicolas Sarkozy recently 
announced, perhaps imprudently, that he 
“won’t send an additional soldier” to the 
nearly 3,100-strong French contingent in 
the ISAF. Still, the French are boosting the 
combat punch of their 600-man battalion in 
the volatile eastern region, which is due to 
be reinforced by larger French units now 
based in Kabul. 

Of course European allies should be en- 
couraged to do more militarily. But exces- 
sive American finger-pointing, as NATO 
Secretary-General Anders Fogh Rasmus- 
sen warns, could produce the opposite ef- 
fect because most allied governments are 
more convinced than their publics of the 
dangers posed by unchecked violent ex- 
tremists in Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

Moreover, military power alone will 
not suffice. European countries and Can- 
ada provide critical civilian expertise and 
funding for reconstruction and develop- 
ment, bilaterally and through the Euro- 
pean Union. ... 

The 28 NATO heads of state and gov- 
ernment (of which 21 are EU members) 
endorsed this “comprehensive approach” 
to integrating civilian and military efforts 
at their April 2008 and April 2009 sum- 
mits. Indeed, the leaked assessment by the 
ISAF commander, U.S. Army Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, reads like a playbook for put- 
ting that approach into action. Meeting last 
week in Bratislava, Slovakia, NATO de- 
fense ministers offered broad support for 
McChrystal’s assessment, although they 
did not discuss in detail the resource impli- 
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cations of his recommended way forward. 

Still, to mobilize international support, 
Washington must remember a basic rule of 
alliance management: No foreign political 
leader can persuade his or her parliament 
or public to rubber-stamp a strategy “made 
in the U.S.A.” NATO allies want President 
Barack Obama to identify a realistic game 
plan to show progress over the next 12 to 18 
months, but they don’t want that strategy 
decided without their input. 

Thus, the administration’s consultations 
with its allies ... must be continuous and, 
above all, credible. This requires a sin- 
cere willingness to listen — as Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates, to his credit, 
demonstrated in Bratislava — and not just 
instruct. A tough task, to be sure, but as 
Churchill warned, the alternative would be 
far worse.

A former employee of the conve- 
nience store where Willis bought 
his lottery tickets, Pankaj Joshi, 
is accused telling Willis that a $1 
million Mega Millions ticket he 
bought in May was worth only $2 
and cashing it in himself. 

Joshi disappeared, possibly 
back to his native Nepal, after the 
commission transferred about 
$750,000 to his bank account. He 
is charged with claiming a lottery 
prize by fraud. 

About half the money has been 
recovered from U.S. banks. Pros- 
ecutor Patricia Robertson said 
some of it will be given to Willis. 


Psychiatric patient shot 
after stabbing doctor 


VA BOSTON — A man 


stabbed a doctor while 
being treated at a psychiatric of- 
fice at a Boston medical building 
and was fatally shot by an off-duty 
security guard who saw the attack, 
police said. 

The attack took place in the 
afternoon at a high-rise affili- 
ated with Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

The female doctor, whose name 
was not released, was in stable 
condition. Police said the suspect 
died of the gunshot wounds. He 
was identified as Jay Carciero, 37, 
of Reading. 


Man pleads guilty 
to starting wildfire 


Ss MYRTLE BEACH — A 

man fined for starting a 
blaze several days before the most 
destructive wildfire in South Caro- 
lina history has pleaded guilty and 
will pay $732. 

Marc Torchi admitted to not no- 
tifying officials of a burn and al- 
lowing a fire on his land to spread 
to a neighbor’s property. 

But he and his attorney, Paul 
Taylor, say he’s not responsible for 
the larger wildfire that destroyed 
76 homes and damaged nearly 100 
others on South Carolina’s Grand 
Strand in April. 

Torchi, who requested a trial, 
said earlier he’s been unfairly 
blamed. 

Torchi said he called Horry 
County firefighters when his fire 
got out of control and firefighters 
thought they had completely put it 
out.

Agriculture industry leaders 
pushed the issue onto the state bal- 
lot, hoping to thwart an attempt by 
animal rights activists who were 
threatening to force farmers to 
change how they house livestock. 

Voters in California, Florida and 
Arizona already have approved 
measures that require more space 
for confined farm animals. Law- 
makers in Colorado, Maine, Michi- 
gan and Oregon have adopted 
similar rules. 


Man, 21, sentenced for 
beating pregnant teen 


U VERNAL — A Utah man 

was sentenced to up to 
five years in prison for beating a 
pregnant girl to try to cause a mis- 
carriage, after police say she paid 
him to. 

Aaron Harrison, 21, had pleaded 
guilty to second-degree felony at- 
tempted murder, which is punish- 
able by up to 15 years in prison. 
But District Judge A. Lynn Payne 
instead sentenced him under 
Utah’s anti-abortion statute, say- 
ing a charge of third-degree “at- 
tempted killing of an unborn child” 
better fit the facts of the case, The 
Salt Lake Tribune reported on its 
Web site. 

Harrison, of Naples, also was 
sentenced in four unrelated cases, 
three of which involved third-de- 
eree felonies. He could serve up to 
20 years total. 

Prosecutors have said a 17-year- 
old Uintah County girl paid Har- 
rison $150 to beat her after her 
boyfriend threatened a breakup if 
she didn’t get rid of the child. 


Hours to be reduced 
at 279 state parks 


C SAN JOSE — More than 

half of California’s 279 
state parks will see reduced hours, 
closed campgrounds, cancelled 
school field trips and gates pad- 
locked several days a week, under 
a wave of unprecedented new 
cuts completed by the state parks 
department. 

The cuts are an alternative to 
fully closing dozens of parks. Slo- 
sures will continue until at least 
June 30. 

“People will notice these. We 
would ask patience and under- 
standing from the public,” said 
Roy Stearns, a spokesman for the 
state parks department. 

“In these really tough budget 
times, these reductions are bet- 
ter than closing parks. They will 
save us the money we need to get 
through the year.”

Flyover confirms red tide 
bloom is expanding 


AUSTIN — State moni- 

toring has confirmed a 
stretch of red tide bloom extending 
from southern Mustang Island into 
Mexico. 

Details of a coastal flyover were 
reported by the Texas Parks and 
Wildlife Department. 

The agency said fish kills were 
seen inside Mansfield Channel and 
Brazos-Santiago Pass, with the 
dead fish extending out to approxi- 
mately one mile offshore. 

Biologists found two areas of 
suspected bloom, at the mouth of 
the Corpus Christi Inner Harbor 
and in the Vinson Slough area of 
Aransas Bay. 

Red tide is a toxic algae bloom 
that can cause temporary breath- 
ing trouble, burning eyes and skin 
irritation in humans.

Bigfoot enthusiasts is 
hoping to find the legendary crea- 
ture in the bogs and barrens of a 
West Virginia wilderness area. 

Members of Sasquatch Watch of 
Virginia went camping in the rug- 
ged Allegheny Mountain highlands 
of the Dolly Sods Wilderness Area 
with GPS navigators, cameras, 
voice recorders and plaster of Paris 
to make casts of huge footprints. 

Billy Willard, founder of the 
group, said they’re looking in 
places where people have reported 
sightings.

Customs agents find

Federal officials seized more 
than 2 pounds of hashish and 
more than half an ounce of mari- 
juana hidden inside the wooden 
game board. The chessboard was 
heavier than expected, arousing 
the suspicion of Customs and Bor- 
der Protection agents. 

Agency spokesman Steve Sapp 
said the hash was shipped from 
Tanzania, and officials estimated 
the drugs’ street value at about 
$30,000. 


Deputy marshal gets 
4 years for leaking info 


CHICAGO — A federal 

deputy marshal was sen- 
tenced to four years in prison for 
leaking information about the 
government’s star witness at Chi- 
cago’s biggest organized crime 
trial in decades. 

John T. Ambrose, 42, was con- 
victed in April of stealing govern- 
ment property and violating the 
secrecy of the Witness Security 
Program — the network of body- 
guards and safe houses used to 
protect witnesses in mob and ter- 
rorism cases. 

The information was that admit- 
ted hit man Nicholas Calabrese 
was in federal custody and being 
kept in a safe house in Chicago. 
Calabrese went on to become the 
government’s star witness in the 
FBI’s landmark Operation Family 
Secrets case, in which three mob 
bosses were sent to federal prison 
for life and two of their alleged 
henchmen got long sentences for a 
murder conspiracy. 

Both sides said Ambrose leaked 
the information to a former Chi- 
cago police officer who had gone 
to prison himself in a corrup- 
tion case decades ago. Ambrose 
claims he was merely boasting to 
former Chicago police officer Wil- 
liam Guide that he had been given 
the high-prestige assignment of 
guarding the only so-called made 
member of the Chicago mob ever 
to change sides.

Talladega, his worst track, puts three-time defending Cup champ on edge

CHARLOTTE, N.C. 

t’s down to Talladega Su- 

perspeedway in the Chase 

for the Sprint Cup cham- 

pionship, which has hard- 

ly resembled a title race over the 
past four weeks. 

Three-time defending cham- 
pion Jimmie Johnson has taken 
control in his bid for a NASCAR 
record fourth consecutive title, 
and his challengers have one last 
desperate hope at the largest and 
most unpredictable track on the 
circuit. Only it’s not about how 
well Mark Martin, Jeff Gordon, 
Tony Stewart or Juan Pablo Mon- 
toya might run Sunday. No, this 
race is about what could happen 
to Johnson. 

Talladega is Johnson’s worst 
track in the 10-race Chase. There 
was avictory in 2006 and a pair of 
runner-up finishes the next sea- 
son, but the rest of his record rep- 
resents the struggle that Johnson 
has had on the high-banked Ala- 
bama track. 

Three engine failures and three 
wrecks, including a late accident 
in April that led to a 30th-place 
finish, have left Johnson with six 
DNFs and a 17.7 average finish. 

“Man, it [stinks] racing here,” 
Johnson said after wrecking out 
of April’s race. 

So it makes sense that Johnson 
was a bit testy following his sec- 
ond-place finish at Martinsville 
last week. The questions, no sur- 
prise, turned to Talladega and the 
unknowns that track brings for the 
usually unflappable champion. 

He knows the smallest miscal- 
culation Sunday — by himself or 
anyone else in the 43-car field 
— could trigger “The Big One.”

point lead Johnson has over him. 

“You can be aggressive or you 
can be conservative, either ap- 
proach can be good or bad, and I 
don’t believe one approach works 
better than the other,’ Gordon 
said. ““The Big One’ is going to 
happen, it’s just whether you get 
caught up in the crash or not, or 
whether it comes early or late in 
the race. Just be ahead of it or 
way behind it — don’t be in the 
middle of it. 

“Rarely do you escape when 
you are in the middle of it.” 

Then there’s Stewart, the de- 
fending race winner. A six-time 
runner-up at Talladega, his victo- 
ry last October was long overdue, 
and another could help him chip 
away at his 192-point deficit. 

And don’t forget Montoya, who 
wishes he could forget the Chase 
race at Charlotte two weeks ago.

BOSTON — Kevin Garnett 
returned to the Boston parquet 
and slipped on it, putting a big- 
ger scare into the Celtics than the 
Charlotte Bobcats could. 

In his first game back in Boston 
since the injury that knocked him 
out of last year’s playoffs, Gar- 
nett scored 10 points with seven 
rebounds over 26 easy minutes 
and the Celtics held Charlotte to a 
franchise low in scoring to coast 
to a 92-59 victory. 

“It’s great we could rest our 
bodies,” said Paul Pierce, who 
scored 15 points and also sat out 
the fourth quarter one night after 
a more difficult victory over the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. “The more 
rest, the better. That means 
we’re playing well, especially the 
starters.” 

Garnett, who missed 25 games 
and the playoffs last year because 
of strained ligaments in his right 
knee, slipped on the floor late in 
the third quarter and appeared 
to be slow getting up. But he dis- 
missed concerns of an injury, say- 
ing he relaxed because he saw his 
teammates were back to protect 
against the fast break. 

“It was just a slide into second 
base,” said Garnett. “The umpire 
said I was safe.” 

And then he was out. 

Garnett left the game with 4:06 
left in the third quarter as coach 
Doc Rivers rested his aging Big 
Three to preserve them for the

long-haul regular season. 

“You guys keep reminding 
them how old they are,” Rivers 
said to reporters. “It was time 
for him to come out anyway. But 
any time he goes to the floor and 
just gets up [is good]. The rarity 
is seeing a big guy diving to the 
floor with a big lead. But that’s 
who he is and that’s who you want 
him to continue to be.” 

Ray Allen was the only Bos- 
ton starter to play in the fourth, 
finishing with 18. Rajon Rondo 
scored 10 and had 11 assists, and 
newcomers Rasheed Wallace and 
Shelden Williams came off the 
bench to help. Wallace had three 
three-pointers and Williams had 
12 points and nine rebounds. 

Gerald Wallace had 10 points 
and 12 rebounds — the only 
Bobcat to reach double digits in 
scoring. 

Asked if he’d ever coached a 
team that scored in the 50s, Hall 
of Famer Larry Brown said, 
“T don’t know if they call that 
coaching. 

“Our team wasn’t prepared. 
Weren’t ready to play,” he said. 
“That’s nobody’s fault but the 
coach.” 

Garnett went through his 
usual pregame routine, pumping 
his arms and banging his head 
against the basket support. He 
hopped around the court, point- 
ing at the crowd, drawing cheers 
from the fans who believe that 
his injury was the only thing that 
kept Boston from winning back- 
to-back NBA championships.

For the second time in its storied basket- 
ball history, Kansas is No. 1 in The Associ- 
ated Press’ preseason Top 25. 

The Jayhawks were a runaway choice 
Thursday, receiving 55 first-place votes 
from the 65-member national media panel 
to easily outdistance Michigan State, which 
was No. 1 on five ballots. 

There was little suspense as to which 
team would top the preseason poll. Kansas 
has all five starters and the top nine scor- 
ers back from last season’s team that went 
27-8 and reached the third round of the 
NCAA tournament. 

The Jayhawks also feature a recruiting 
class considered among the nation’s best. 

The Jayhawks received great news when 
guard Sherron Collins and center Cole 
Aldrich, last season’s leading scorers, de- 
cided to return to school rather than test 
the NBA Draft. 

Then brothers Xavier and C.J. Henry 
decided to enroll at KU, making the Jay- 
hawks the early national favorite as well as 
the choice to win a sixth consecutive Big 
12 title. 

Michigan State has seven of the top nine 
scorers back from the team that lost to 
North Carolina in the national champion- 
ship game. 

Texas, Kentucky and Villanova round- 
ed out the top five, and North Carolina, a 
unanimous preseason No. 1 last season, 
was sixth. 

Kentucky received three first-place 
votes and Texas and North Carolina got 
one each. Purdue, West Virginia, Duke and 
Tennessee completed the top 10. 

Butler was 11th in the poll followed by 
Connecticut, California, | Washington, 
Michigan, Ohio State, Oklahoma, Missis- 
sippi State, Louisville and Georgetown. 
The last five were Dayton, Georgia Tech, 
Illinois, Clemson and Minnesota. 

Kentucky, under new coach John Cali- 
pari and with a loaded freshman class, 
Georgetown and Georgia Tech were the 
only teams in the preseason poll not to play 
in the NCAA tournament last season.

Randall and a friend, Tony 
Schafer, decided to go ahead with 
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plans for the protest following last 
Sunday’s 31-3 loss to the Green 
Bay Packers. As they walked out 
of the stadium, they heard fans 
grumbling about how they’re 
wasting their time and money on 
an inferior product that seems to 
be getting worse. 

Their hope is that fans stay out- 
side the stadium, on concourses 
or in the restrooms for the start 
of the game. 

“We don’t want to see fans 
with bags on their heads or boo- 
ing,” Randall said. “We love the 
Browns and will do anything 
to support them. But we’re not 


being heard. Our goal is to say to 
the Browns’ organization, ‘Hey, 
listen to your fans.” 

Under first-year coach Eric 
Mangini, the Browns are 1-6 this 
season and have scored four of- 
fensive touchdowns in 81 posses- 
sions. Cleveland’s defense is the 
league’s worst. 

Since coming back as an ex- 
pansion team 10 years ago, the 
Browns are 55-113 with one play- 
off appearance and appear to be 
on their way to their eighth sea- 
son of double-digit losses.

Chiefs suspend RB Johnson 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. — Kan- 
sas City Chiefs running back 
Larry Johnson, who made two 
gay slurs within a 24-hour peri- 
od, was given what amounts to a 
one-game suspension Wednesday 
night, but Johnson’s agent said he 
would appeal. 

Agent Peter Schaffer said the 
game check and other lost revenue 
would amount to about a penalty 
of about $600,000 for the former 
two-time Pro Bowl player. 

In a three-sentence release, the 
Chiefs said Johnson would be sus- 
pended until Monday, Nov. 9 for 
conduct detrimental to the team.

“We will be filing an appeal on 
behalf of Larry tomorrow,” Schaf- 
fer told The Associated Press. 
“While we respect the Chiefs’ 
ability to try to discipline a player, 
we disagree and respectfully dis- 
agree that the punishment they 
propose is warranted by the facts

He made his NFL debut 
last Sunday, playing two series in 
the fourth quarter of a 35-7 loss to 
the Patriots in London. 

“Tt’s definitely something I’ve 
been working toward. It’s finally 
going to be great to get an oppor- 
tunity to step out there and do 
something,” the former Kansas 
State standout said Wednesday. 

Coach Raheem Morris was 
noncommital about his quarter- 
back plans after Freeman com- 


pleted two of four passes for 16 
yards and was sacked twice for 
16 yards in losses during his brief 
stint against New England. 

Morris officially made the 
change when the team practiced 
for the first time since returning 
from London. 

“He’s been waiting for his time 
patiently, but he’s used his time 
wisely,” said Morris, who has 
maintained fromthe day Freeman 
was drafted that he will not rush 
the 21-year-old’s development.

Phillies 2B opens World Series 
with homers instead of errors

NEW YORK — With his short, 
compact stroke, Chase Utley 
is a dangerous hitter with two 
strikes. 

CC Sabathia found out the hard 
way. 

Philadelphia’s All-Star second 
baseman hit two solo homers off 
the Yankees ace, helping the de- 
fending champion Phillies beat 
New York 6-1 in Game 1 of the 
World Series on Wednesday. 

Utley worked a full count before 
driving a 95 mph fastball about 
two rows into the seats in right 
field with two outs in the third, 
giving the Phillies a 1-0 lead. 

He ripped another 95 mph 
heater, on an 0-2 pitch, deep into 
the right-field bleachers with one 
out in the sixth to make it 2-0. 

“The majority of the time with 
two strikes, I'll choke up on the 
bat a little bit to try to stay as 
short as possible,” Utley said. “It 
doesn’t always work out like that, 
but that’s the goal.” 

Utley, who finished 2-for-4, 
walked in the first inning to set 
a record by reaching base in 26 
straight playoff games. Balti- 
more’s Boog Powell set the record 
of 25 from 1966 through 1971. 

“T didn’t know that happened,” 


Utley said. “You try to get on base 
for the next guy. The more guys 
on base we have, the better op- 
portunity we have to score some 
runs.” 

Utley became the second left- 
handed batter to hit two homers 
off a left-handed pitcher in the 
World Series, joining Babe Ruth, 
who did it for the Yankees against 
St. Louis in 1928. 

No surprise, the staid Utley 
wasn’t too impressed with his 
accomplishment. 

“T guess that’s pretty good com- 
pany,” Utley said. “It doesn’t re- 
ally matter that much.” 

Sabathia had not allowed a 
homer in Yankee Stadium to a 
left-handed hitter this year before 
Utley connected. 

Utley came in 0-for-7 with five 
strikeouts against the big lefty, 
including the playoffs. The Phil- 
lies beat Sabathia in Game 2 of 
the NL division series last year 
when he pitched for Milwaukee. 

Known mostly for his hitting, 
the hardworking Utley has de- 
veloped into an above-average 
fielder since breaking in with 
the Phillies in 2003. But he made 
two throwing errors while try- 
ing to turn double plays that led 
to important runs in the first two 
games of the NL championship

series against the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. 

When the Phillies returned to 
Philadelphia with the series tied 
at one game apiece, Utley’s errant 
tosses were the talk of the town. 
Some compared him to Steve 
Sax and Chuck Knoblauch. When 
Utley made an accurate throw 
on his first chance at home, fans 
gave him a hand. It wasn’t mock 
applause, more a sense of relief. 
Utley hasn’t had any problems 
since leaving Dodger Stadium. 

Now, his bat has put him back 
in the headlines. 

Utley has averaged 30 homers 
and 100 RBIs while batting .303 


over the past four seasons, and 
has started in the All-Star Game 
each year. 

“He has tremendous balance 
and rhythm, and his swing pro- 
duces a lot of bat speed, too,” 
manager Charlie Manuel said. 
“His weight shift definitely pro- 
duces a lot of bat speed, and he’s 
got real quick hands to the ball.” 

Utley is widely considered the 
best second baseman in the ma- 
jors. Gritty and hard-nosed, he 
goes all-out on every play, busts 
it on routine grounders and easy 
pop-ups, and spends lots of time 
in the video room and batting 
cages. 


He played through pain last 
season, underwent hip surgery 
last November, returned ahead 
of schedule and was in the lineup 
on Opening Day. Utley finished 
this season with a .282 average, 
31 homers, 93 RBIs and 23 sto- 
len bases. He’s batting .324 (12- 
for-37) with three homers in the 
playoffs. 

“When he hits .282, if you want 
to know the truth, I think that’s 
low for him,” Manuel said. “I 
think he’s a .300 hitter. I think he 
knows he’s a .300 hitter. I think I 
said it today or yesterday, but he’s 
probably going to have a good 
Series.”

Yanks’ lumber takes slumber against Lee

NEW YORK — Alex Rodri- 
guez and the New York Yankees 
better hope they can muster more 
offense against Pedro Martinez 
than they did against Cliff Lee. 

Baffled through the game by 
the quick-working lefty, the usu- 
ally potent Yankees went silent at 
the plate during a 6-1 loss to the 
Philadelphia Phillies in the World 
Series opener Wednesday night. 

“We definitely need to get the 
bats going,” Johnny Damon said. 
“We have to win tomorrow.” 

Shut down by Lee, New York 
had to face Martinez in Game 2 
on Thursday night. The 38-year- 
old right-hander, lacking the 
overpowering fastball he once 
had, was a thorn in the Yankees’ 
side for years when he pitched for 
archrival Boston. 

Martinez knows how to rise 
to a big occasion — and he’s 
been quite a boon to the Phillies. 
Signed in mid-July after sitting 
out the first half of the season, he 


went 5-1 with a 3.63 ERA in nine 
starts down the stretch. Then, he 
tossed seven shutout innings of 
two-hit ball in Game 2 of the NL 
championship series at Dodger 
Stadium. 

“Pedro knows how to pitch,” 
Yankees shortstop Derek Jeter 
said. “He’s been pitching for a 
long time and mixes it up. He’ll 
be ready. He likes these at- 
mospheres. He likes these big 
games, so it’s going to be another 
challenge for us.” 

This will be Martinez’s second 
World Series start. He allowed 
three hits over seven scoreless 
innings for the Red Sox in 2004 
against St. Louis. 

“He’s going to pitch well and 
he’s going to be ready — and so 
are we,” Rodriguez said.

NEW YORK — Raul Ibanez 
was hoping to make it to his first 
World Series when he agreed to a 
free-agent deal with the defend- 
ing champion Philadelphia Phil- 
lies in the offseason. 

Now that he’s here, he’s deter- 
mined to make the most of the 
opportunity. 

Ibanez bounced a two-run sin- 
gle into right field to help Philadel- 
phia beat the New York Yankees 
6-1 in Game 1 of the World Series 
on Wednesday night. The hit off 
David Robertson made it 4-0 and 
came after the designated hitter 
went hitless with two strikeouts 
in his first three at-bats against 
CC Sabathia. 

“Two different pitchers,” 
Ibanez said. “I didn’t change my 
approach, just tried to put the ball 
into play.” 

Yankees manager Joe Girardi, 
who has been playing the match- 
ups throughout the playoffs, curi- 
ously stayed withthe right-handed 


Robertson when the lefty-batting 
Ibanez came to the plate. 

“Robby just almost got out of it, 
and they hit a ground ball in the 
hole,” Girardi said. 

Ibanez got off to a fast start 
after agreeing to a $31.5 million, 
three-year contract with Phila- 
delphia in the offseason, making 
his first career All-Star team. He 
slowed in the second half when 
he was bothered by a sore groin 
but finished with a career-high 
34 homers. 

“Everybody in here is a grind- 
er,’ Ibanez said. “They grind 
things out. They grind at-bats 
out. They play hard. They hustle. 
They do things the right way.” 

Star power: There were plenty 
of stars off the field, too.

times up and didn’t hit the ball 
out of the infield. Not exactly 
what the three-time MVP had in 
mind for his World Series debut, 
especially after putting on such a 
dazzling display of clutch hitting 
in the AL playoffs. 

The slugger finished 0O-for-4 
with three of New York’s 10 Ks, 
his first three-strikeout game 
since July 30. That spelled the 
end of his 11-game playoff hitting 
streak. 

“T don’t think we need to over- 
think about tonight,’ Rodriguez 
said. “Tonight was a dominant 
pitcher on the mound who domi- 
nated our lineup and probably 
would have dominated any lineup 
in baseball. So I wouldn’t worry 
about it too much.” 

Lee went the distance and be- 
came the first pitcher to strike 
out Rodriguez three times in a 
game since Philadelphia lefty 
Cole Hamels on May 24. Hamels 
is slated to start Game 3. 

Rodriguez waited 16 major 
league seasons to reach a World 
Series. Sixteen years, for that? 


“You move on — quick,” he 
said. “You have to have a short 
memory.” 


Most of his teammates fared 
no better. New York managed six 
hits, one for extra bases, and went 
down meekly in most innings 
against Lee. 

“He broke about 10 of our 
bats today, two of them mine. 
He didn’t make any mistakes,” 
Damon said. 

With the crowd of 50,207 grum- 
bling after every easy out, the 
Yankees hit one harmless popup 
after another. Lee kept them off- 
balance throughout, fooling and 
freezing them with off-speed 
pitches and fastballs. 

Soft grounders. Called third 
strikes. Not a single walk. 

All with owner George Stein- 
brenner watching from his luxu- 
ry box, no doubt disappointed. 

“It was everybody tonight,” 
said Posada, retired on an ex- 
cuse-me, checked-swing roller to 
Lee in the seventh. 

“We can’t pinpoint on one guy. 
We really didn’t hit today. He 


pitched a hell of a ballgame.” 

What happened to all those big 
Yankees bats, the relentless offen- 
sive machine that led the majors 
this season with 915 runs and 51 
comeback victories? Where was 
the fearsome club that hit 14 hom- 
ers in nine AL playoff games? 

Jeter was the only hitter who 
looked comfortable against Lee, 
going 3-for-4 with a double. New 
York’s lone run came on a throw- 
ing error by shortstop Jimmy 
Rollins in the ninth. 

The new Yankee Stadium was 
a homer haven all season. But in 
their first World Series game at 
the $1.5 billion ballpark, the Yan- 
kees looked overmatched at the 
plate as Lee outpitched fellow ace 
CC Sabathia. 

“The ball was definitely getting 
on us and it was going in different 
directions. He’s learned how to 
pitch over the last couple years,” 
Damon said. “We’re hoping he’s 
not going to be this good the next 
time, but we know better. Our 
guy is going to have to shut them 
down.” 


in first World Series appearance 


The actress girlfriends of Alex 
Rodriguez and Derek Jeter were 
in their usual spots. Kate Hudson 
was sitting up front and Minka 
Kelly was in Jeter’s suite. 

Former New York Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani was in a front row seat 
next to the Yankees dugout along 
the first-base line. He expected 
to see many famous faces in the 
Bronx for one simple reason. 

“New York’s the capital of the 
world,” Giuliani told The Associ- 
ated Press while standing on the 
field before the game. 

The Boss is back: George 
Steinbrenner watched Game 1 of 
the World Series from his suite 
above home plate, returning to 
the new Yankee Stadium for the 
first time since opening day. 

Steinbrenner arrived about 45 
minutes before New York’s 6-1 
loss to the Phillies and was driven 
in a dark minivan with tinted win- 
dows to the elevators that lead the 
suites at the $1.5 billion palace. 

The frail owner, 79, who has 
made few public appearances 
since his health deteriorated, was 


helped out of his car and into a 
wheelchair in the stadium tunnel. 
General manager Brian Cash- 
man then accompanied him on 
the elevator trip to his box. 

Steinbrenner has kept a low 
profile since turning over the 
day-to-day operation of the team 
to his son, Hal Steinbrenner, last 
November. 

He sat in the last row of his box 
during the first inning and took 
time to visit with Hall of Fame 
catcher Yogi Berra in the middle 
of the game. 

The Yankees have said through- 
out the playoffs that they hope to 
win a seventh World Series title 
for Steinbrenner, who bought the 
team in 1973. 

Lots of good numbers: The 
Phillies won Game 1 of the World 
Series on the road for the second 
consecutive year and have won 
four straight Series games over- 
all. They beat Tampa Bay 3-2 in 
the opener last year and went on 
to win the title in five games. 

“We treat every game the same, 
whether it’s the first game or 


the last game,” second baseman 
Chase Utley said. “We prepare 
and we play hard and we play to 
win, and when that game is over, 
we'll focus on the next game. It is 
nice to get off on a good start, but 
for us, it starts tomorrow.” 
Philadelphia also has won the 
past seven World Series games in 
which it scored first. 
Pricey tix: Want to go to a World 
Series game? Try the Big Apple. 
The average ticket price for 
the first two games at Yankee 
Stadium was $600 on Wednesday 
afternoon, compared with $1,400 
for Games 3-5 in Philadelphia. 
The cheapest tickets were going 
for about $310 in New York and 
$475 in Philadelphia. 
FanSnap.com, an _ Internet 
search engine that finds tickets 
on resale sites, reported there 
were more than 6,000 tickets 
available for Game 1 and 4,000- 
plus for Game 2 on Thursday 
night, with some sellers wanting 
more than $2,600 for a nice seat 
to watch Pedro Martinez’s highly 
anticipated start for the Phillies.
